The first step for removing 
any of the listed stains is to put 
garments through a pre-wash 
cycle, using warm or cold w a -1 
ter and plenty of detergent. If 
the washer has no pre-wash cy­ 
cle, set the controls for a warm 
or cold rinse and start it at the 
point in the cycle where the tub 
fills for the final deep rinse. 
The brief agitation in water with

generous amount of detergent 
and the maximum recommend­ 
ed amount of bleach. Dilute the I 
bleach in at least I quart of w a­ 
ter before adding it to the m a­ 
chine. Many washers do this au­ 
tomatically lf the bleach dispen­ 
ser is used correctly. 
Allow the clothes to soak for 
about five minutes, or set the 
automatic soak cycle lf avail­ 
able on your washer. Finally, 
send the wash load through 
a 
normal wash cycle with regular 
agitation, normal spin and a 
warm nnse. 
If there are only a few* stain­ 
ed articles, put them through 
the pre-wash of step one. Then, 
complete step two by adding a 
full load of clothes and send 
them through a regular cycle.

Corn Still King ^ate Lists

Dr. G. B. Triplett, OARDC 
research agronomial, says t h e 
goal of these studies was to

Too often parents 
and teachers are willing to ac­ 
cept the fact that these children 
are “slow starters and t h a t , 
they will catch up before long. 
Waiting for time

haps tutored reading to cure 
the condition can be wasteful 
and delays finding the r e a l 
cause. 
Bright alert, well - coordin­ 
ated children are thought to be 
poor or nonreaders without an 
explanation 
until

The technical name for diffi­ 
culty in reading 
is 
dyslexia.

Lt. Jose Gonzales Is Man 


Who Owns Interesting Post 


DAU TIENG, South Vietnam 
(AP) —Jose Gonzales is soft­ 
spoken, with twinkling eyes and 
a ready grin. He looks as fresh 
and green as a brand-new lieu­ 
tenant should. 
But at 25, Gonzales has fought 
on three continents. He has been 
a secret agent and a revolu­ 
tionary. He has survived tor­ 
ture. faced a firing squad and 
escaped from prison. 
In Vietnam, he stalks the Viet 
Cong 
with 
a 
cold 
profes­ 
sionalism and personal intensity 
that even some of his soldier 
comrades find unsettling. When 
his company first went into ac- 
tion it was an even money bet 
that Gonzales would be the first 
to kill a Viet Cong. He was. 
The only son of a well-to-do 
land owner in Cuba. Gonzales 
left school to join Fidel Castro’s 
guerrillas. 
When 
the 
Batista 
dictatorship fell. Gonzales was 
among the revolutionaries who 
paraded 
through 
Havana 
streets. 
Within a year a disillusioned 
Gonzales and five comrades fled 
Cuba in a small boat. When the 
engine failed, they drifted for 
six days before the U.S. Coast 
Guard towed them to Miami. 
Within IO days Gonzales bad 
volunteered for the American- 
backed 
invasion 
force 
then 
being formed in Guatemala. 
“ I went back to Cuba on the 
last day of February, 1961, as 
leader of an infiltration team ,” 
Gonzales 
says. 
“Our 
mission 
was to prepare Hie way for the 
invasion—sabotage bridges and 
thine* like that.” 
But In the Bay of Pigs Invasion 
there was no contact with the 
infiltration teams. Gonzales was 
30 miles away and helpless to do 
anything 
when 
his 
comrades 
landed. 
For the next IO months Gon­ 


zales “ went underground” be 
fore being captured by Castro’s | 
police. 
“The 
next 
month 
was 
the 
worst of my whole life,” Gon­ 
zales recalls. He was beaten, 
questioned 
for 
h o u r s 
and 
dragged before a firing squad. 
“ I heard the shots and knew 
that I was dead,” he said. 
The firing squad was using 
blanks. The shaken youth was 
taken back for more question­ 
ing. 
With seven cellmates, G o n ­ 
zales finally escaped. Five of 
his companions were shot down. 
Gonzales and another man got 
away. 
This time, Gonzales escaped 
Cuba by being smuggled to a 
Central 
American 
country he 
won t name. 
“ I made three more trips into 
Cuba for short periods in the 
next several months,” he said. 
He only smiles when asked if he 
was working for the U.S. Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency. 
Gonzales says he was then 
asked if he would go to the Con­ 
go. 
Gonzales 
says 
he 
was 
fighting “Communist rebels” in 
an eight-month job, and lets it 
go at that. 
He decided to take advantage 
of an Army program that allows 
veterans of the Bay cf Pigs 
force to apply for direct com ­ 
missions as officers. In October 
he resumed his fighting, leading 
a platoon of the U.S. 3rd Bri­ 
gade, uh Infantry Division. 
Lt. Gonzales applies his own 
knowledge to the war iu Viet­ 
nam. For one thing he wears | 
unmarked 
fatigues, 
with 
no 
name tags or officer’s insignia. | 
“ My men know* m e,” Gon-1 
zales sm iles.” I don’t want to 
make myself a target by wear­ 
ing all that stuff.”

Rev. George Tavard of Mount 
Mercy College in Pittsburgh, a 
noted American ecumenicist. 
The translation is included in 
Ward’s 
book, 
“ Documents

Dialogue,” published by Prep- 
tiee-Hall. 
Ward said the French version, 
“hammered out by Catholics, 
Protestants and Orthodox,” has 
been sanctioned by Joseph Car­ 
dinal Lefebvre, chairman of the 
French Catholic Bishops Confer­ 
ence, the heads of France’s two 
Reformed churches, heads of 
two Lutheran denominations in 
France and the four leading Or­ 
thodox prelates in France. 
As translated by Father Ta­ 
vard: 
“Our 
Father, 
who 
are 
in 
heaven,

sanctified, may your kingdom 
come, may your will be done on 
earth as in heaven. 
“Today give us our bread for 
this day. Forgive us our of­ 
fenses, as we also forgive those 
who have offended us.

be the first appearance in the 
English language of an ecumen­ 
ical version of the Lord’s Pray­ 
er.

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
than a century after the assassi­ 
nation of Abraham Lincoln, the 
only known photograph of his 
body was made public today. 
The occasion was the first 
display 
of 
the 
photogra p h 
made on April 24, 1865, IO days 
after the 16th U.S. 
President 
was shot to death by actor John 
Wilkes Booth at Ford’s Theater 
in Washington. 
Made 
with 
only 
available 
light, with the camera on a 
slight elevation perhaps 30 feet 
away, the photo shows Lincoln 
lying in state in New York City 
Hall. 
It shows the dean president 
only dimly. The face, pallid in 
death, is set off by Lincoln’s 
black hair and beard. The fa­ 
miliar craggy features are seen 
in 
lightly-traced 
three-quarter 
profile against the white interior 
cf the coffin. 
Standing guard at the head 
and foot of the flower-decked 
casket are a Navy rear admiral 
and an Army general. 
The rest of the photo is domi­ 
nated by the stark black of 
heavy 
draperies 
and 
funeral 
bunting.
